one of the passengers was Dr. George 
A. McAllister, 
of 
Chambersburg, 
a 
recent visitor to town and well known 
by many persons here. 
Dr. McAllis­ 
ter, who is a Presbyterian 
minister, 
was among the number saved. 


At the time of the recent 
meeting 
of the Carlisle 
Presbytery 
and 
the 
17f*th anniversary of the local 
P res­ 
byterian congregation, 
Dr. 
McAllis­ 
ter spent several days 
here and 
re­ 
newed acquaintance with many

tysburg people, meeting many others

After his return to Cham bers­ 
burg, Dr. McAllister went to Ireland

suspended between the 
floats.

Maut is being fitted 
up 
for electric 
ighting, a dynamo 
being

ight on plant. 
One of the floats can 
be used also for a pump 
for 
irrig a­ 
tion purposes. 
Scores of these plants can be placed 
in any running stream , 
one 
behind 
l.he other, thus giving 
a 
farm er 
or 
>ther person the opportunity of having 
bis own individual power plant 
and 
he has no dam rights 
to 
obtain
